Mike — | hope you’re holding up well during this sustained test of leadership and resilience. 


I’ve effectively taken a temporary leave of absence from my job so | can devote my full attention to the matters at hand. This has 
included a lot of reading, conversation and reflection on some of the critical work ahead. l'Il be asking Richard to work with your 
office in finding us an hour to talk through a number of issues and ideas sometime next week so we have this opportunity 
before the next commission meeting. 


In the meantime, | know you’re aware that all levels of government across the country are moving quickly to remove painful 
reminders of past racial injustice. 


Several months ago | directed your attention to messaging on the Department’s website that many in the public, this 
commissioner, and even some Department personnel find troubling and hurtful. 


In particular, whatever his positive contributions may have been, Chief Parker is today most widely associated with a legacy of 
racist brutality. And yet, the Department, through its website, appears to embrace the view that he left “a tradition to be 
maintained by all future Los Angeles police officers” and “an example for all police agencies to follow.” 


Further, in the wake of the George Floyd killing and the resulting controversies around the carotid hold, it’s equally troubling to 
see the glowing tribute to Chief Gates (Chief Parker’s adjutant, | believe) with the conclusion that he took a place alongside Chief 
Parker as “an answer to their troubled times.” 


| understand there is historical context around these and other statements on the website, and | would expect much of this to 
be addressed in connection with the efforts underway to update the website and achieve and train on a more balanced and 
accurate account of the Department’s history. 


Still, | believe now is the time to demonstrate maximum sensitivity to and understanding of the world we face today and the 
future | believe you are committed to bringing about. 


Therefore, | suggest you not wait for the impending website redesign but instead act immediately to have the current language 
removed. I’m aware that Josh has come up with a more streamlined approach to note the service of prior chiefs, and now would 
seem to be an appropriate time to get that language up pending further updates to the website. 


If there's a reason this can’t be accomplished l'Il need to know right away as this kind of language sends a distinctly wrong 
message that cuts hard against the grain of all efforts underway to respect and respond to public demands for change.
